SAN FBANCISOO, July 14..—To-night a 


car on the North Beach and Mission 
Railway missed the switch on Fourth 
street, opposite tho cor shed, and col- 
lided with a car coming iu the opposite 
direction.

Treasury Department has issued a circu- 
lar instructing Superintendents of the 
Mints at San FranciKCO, Philadelphia 
»nd New Orleans to pay for mutilated 
and uncurrent United States coin, when 
presented in sums of $3 and upward, al 
the price fixed from time to time by the 
Treasury bureau to be paid for silvei 
contained in and parted from gold de- 
posits—that is, reckoned per Troy ounce 
at .000 fine. Payments will thus be 
made for deposits of mutilated coin at 
the Mint rates for standard silver cur- 
rent at the date on which such deposits 
are received.

.1 n*iiii« Asylum Improvements. 


The Nevada Insane Asylum contains 


160 patient», and under the able admin- 
istration of Supt. Bishop is making a 
record equal to any similar institution 
iu the United States. The visitor is 
particularly impresatid by the scrupulous 
cleanliness observubla in every depart- 
ment. The discipline is firm but gentle, 
and it is a source of gratification to real- 
ize the fact that those poor unfortunates 
are provided for with much better care 
than they could possibly be, even at 
home. Great advancement has been 
made in the management of insane asy- 
lums during the past few years, and in 
all essential particulars Nevada's asylum 
is fully up with the age. The patients 
are treated aa patients, that is, as Hick 
persons; not as wild ouimnls, fit only 
for the cage, the straight-jacket and the 
lash. Such was once the method, now 
happily fallen into disuse. Each pass- 
ing season makes more appun nt tUe 
wisdom of the Legislature which pro- 
vided for the State building its own 
asylum. The agricultural and horti- 
cultural products of this institution are 
quite extensive, aud the possibilities in 
this way are constantly increasing. 
The view down the river is most delight- 
ful. 
It is alreadv a place in whiuh the 


people of the State have a right to feel 
a pride, and before many years, folks 
will want to go there for picnics.—Cur- 
son Indfax.

LICK OBSEBVATOBY.—In regard to the 


Lick Observatory it is stated that it is 
expected that the great dome and tele- 
scope will be completed some time next 
Summer, and the whole immense es- 
tablishment be re«dy to turn ov«r to the 
University of California in a little over 
a year from this date. Of the original 
$700,600 devised by James Lick for the 
construction of the telescope and observ- 
atory, it is thought that about $500,000 
will have been expended, and the re- 
maining $200,000 will be turned over to 
the University Kegsuts as a partial en- 
dowment for its ttmintenrtoce. This 
amount wili be insufficient for the pur- 
pose, as the salaries of a score of com- 
petent astronomers and their assistants 
and the other expenses will amount to 
at least 820,000 per y«*r. A consider- 
able deficit will, therefore, have to be 
provided by the State or by private mu- 
mQceuce.
